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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants arguments filed October 10, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicants arguments regarding amended claims 1 and 15 that Emmons et al. does not disclose a first end of the optical 
fiber opposite to the passage and each of the two conenctors having an illuminating member, the passage is defined in each illuminating 
member, the exaimner disagrees. Applicant is refered to Emmons et al. (column 6 lines 10-27 and Fig. 9), which clearly teaches a first 
connector (24) defining a passage and terminating a first end (22a) of the optical fiber (22) oposite to the passage, each of the two 
connectors (24, 24') hainvg an illuminating member (50) and the passage is defined in the illuminating member (Fig. 9). Applicant is 
also directed to Emmons et al. (column 5 lines 50-61 ) which further details illumination of illuminating ring 50 and (column 4 lines 24-27) 
which discloses a transparent connector (24). 

In response to applicants arguments reagrding amended claim 10 that Emmons et al. does not disclose the illuminating member is 
formed on the outer surface of the tansparent housing, the exminer disagrees. Aplicant is referred to Emmons et al. (Fig. 9 and 19), 
which clearly shows illumination member/ring (50) formed with portion on the outer surface of the transparent housing (24).
